VE Test Fees to Rise in January 


Effective January 1, 1999, the FCC is raising the 
maximum test reimbursement that can be collected by 
VES to $6.49, Since the PPRAA VE team is an ARRL 
team, we'll charge $6.45 at our test sessions, which is 
the amount set by the ARRL, and a 10-cent increase 
over 1998 fees. Also, some time in late 1998 or more 
likely early 1999, the FCC will no longer be using the 
good ol’ Form 610 for amateur licenses, but will be 
instituting the new ULS, or Universal Licensing 
System. The new FCC Form 605 will be used for not 
only amateur licenses, but for ship, aircraft, 
commercial and GMRS licenses.

Fox Hunt - May 17, 1998 
Dave Kurth, NOUVR 


I wanted to make this a "simple" foxhunt. By simple, 1 
had hoped to get out east of town, away from the 
foothills and mountains, and onto the "plains". The 
place I first picked was Rattlesnake Butte, which was 
about 3 miles north of Peyton. When I got to the area, 
I found that the Butte was high, but there was no way 
to get to its top, The area in front of the Butte was 
below a ridge to the southwest that blocked any hope 
of line-of-site back to town. 


So I made a call back to the hunters and said that 1d 
have to find a different location, So I headed 
southwest, in the direction of town. Since few of the 
roads out in that area go through, I kept getting stuck 
on dead-ends trying to make my way to the top of the 
ridge. I finally got stuck on a road that was a circle, 
and then parked on a dead-end off of that. 


My final location was on Juneberry Lane, just off of 
Arrowgrass Loop. If you can\ find those roads about 4 
miles north of Falcon, don't feel bad. Two of the maps 
Thad didn’t have them shown either. The actual 


location was 38 59 16N and 104 37 58W at an 
elevation of 7326 feet. Plotting that on a map shows 
that I was 9.54 miles from the starting point at Radio 
Shack near Austin Bluffs and Academy on a bearing 
of 45.24 degrees. According to my Street Atlas 
program, the shortest driving distance to my location 
is 12.9 miles. 


‘The day tured out to be really nice. The temperature 
was around 80 degrees, and there was a nice breeze to 
keep me (and the hunters) cool, The foxhunt began 
shortly after 2PM due to the time it took me to find 
my hiding location. The hunters were Les KCONC 
with his wife Jody KAOROZ, Jeff NOJLH and his wife 
Renay KAOROY, Doug WBOMHP and his wife 

Cheri, Greg WA200D, and John KBOVGX. John was 
“unofficial”, and started from his home on the south 
side of Colorado Springs. I wanted this to be a "easy" 
foxhunt, and I hoped that by starting out away from 
the mountains and foothills, reflections would be 
minimized. I also started everybody out with the same 
hint; that I was east of the starting point. I was hoping 
that if anybody got bearings to the west, they would 
ignore them and head east anyway. 


After about an hour of letting the hunters sniff me out, 
I gave another hint that I was also north of the starting, 
point. I hoped that everybody had already figured that 
out, but I wanted to make sure that nobody got side 
tracked. 


About 10 minutes before 4:00, Doug WBOMHP drove 
up. He had a mileage of 18.7 miles, which was a 
pretty direct route. Doug uses a 3 element beam 
antenna with an attenuator, and employs an Armstrong, 
rotor (his wife Cheri). Doug thought I was at either 
Chris Fox's (KBOMMY) house or Falcon High 
School. As he drove by Chris's house, he realized his 
beam was pointing towards the high school. As he 
drove south to the get to the high school, the next 
transmission by me had his antenna pointed west and 
not south. So he turned on Arrowgrass Loop and 
"stumbled" across me. 


As we discussed his adventure, Greg WA200D 
showed up around 4:10pm. Greg uses a doppler shift 
method of direction finding. He has four antennas on 
his roof, and electronically “rotates” them. He has a 
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box inside his car that displays an arrow that points 
toward the signal source. So he can just keep driving 
and following the arrow. Greg’s mileage was 65 
miles. His first problem was hearing enough signal to 
start. So he began by going west on Woodmen to get 
up high enough to achieve line-of-sight. When he got 
a good bearing, he headed north to try and get a 
second bearing to determine how far east I was. Greg 
also realized at the end of the hunt, he had a 20 degree 
offset in his system that he wasn’t aware of at the 
beginning of the hunt, The result was a lot of driving. 


Les KCONC and Jeff NOJLH both arrived around 
4:38pm. They arrived in my vicinity about the same 
time, so Jeff took the south side of Arrowgrass Loop, 
and Les took the north side. They both saw me about 
the same time. Les uses a two element quad antenna 
which he mounts in the bed of his pick-up truck. He 
modified a 120VAC TV antenna rotor to run on 12 
volts, and has a display inside the cab. So he can tum 
his antenna and see its direction without moving from 
the cab of his truck.

John was using the time-of-arrival circuit that Rick 
and Ron (KOSU and NOKP) are getting together as a 
PPRAA club project. His mileage was high, but 
mostly because he started from his house way south of 
the official starting point. 


In order to 
encourage new hunters to give this a try, I stated that 
rookies would have their mileage divided by 2. This 
would allow some forgiveness for chasing reflections 
and dead-ends.
